CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 11.—Senator 
Mark A. Hanna, impressed by the dan- 
gers to the Republican party, not only in 
this State, but in the unton, has taken di- 
rect personal charge of the campaign in 
Ohio and from his office in this aity is 
issuing orders to his lNeutenants and pre- 
paring for one of the closest political fights 
of his life. He has heard the cry of dis- 
tress raised by the Republican Campaign 
Committee and ‘the pays heed to it. 

It was stated by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent a few days ago in a dispatch 
from Columbus that John R. McLean was 
managing his own canvass and that the 
Democratic Campaign Committee was 
merely a nominal body. 

The same thing can be said about the 
Republican committee and Mr. McLean’s 
real antagonist is Senator Hanna, and he 
knows it. And Senator Hanna Knows that 
Mr. McLean knows it.

SUSPECTS ARE BEING HELD. 


IDENTIFICATION OF VICTIM IM- 
POSSIBLE WITHOUT HEAD. 


Evidence Shows Woman Was Young 
and Fair, and the Methods Em- 
ployed Were Those of the 
Guldensuppe Case. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Two hundred of 
the best detectives in the city are work- 
ing night and day upon a murder mystery 
that combines eana.y of the features of 
the killing of Emmi Gili by “Jld Nance” 
Gullford tin KHridgerert, Conn., and the 
butchery of William Guldensuppe, the 
Murray Hill Turkish bath rubber, in the 
Woodside, L. I., cottage by Martin Thorn 
and Mrs. Nack. 

Two arrests have been made. The ar- 
rested men are held in the West Twen- 
tieth street police station. They have not 
been taken to court, although they have 
been in the police station for the last twen- 


ty-four hours. One of them has been there 
since shortly after midnight on Monday. 

On the blotter of the police station they 
are described as ‘‘suspicious persons.”’ But 
that is merely a form. The men have been 
interrogated by the detectives of the cen- 
tral office and are kept away from all 
Other prisoners. 

Developments, not made public by the 
Ploice have satisfied them that there is 
good ground for the detention of the twain. 

One of the men has the appearance of a 
coal heavey. The police, since the finding 
yesterday morning of the second section of 
the body, have been working along the lines 
that either the crime was committed in a 
coal cellar or that, after it had been com- 
Mitted elsewhere, the body for a time was 
concealed in a coal bin. 

At 1:15 a. m. a man was taken to the 
West Twentieth street police station and 
charged with being a suspicious person. He 
is believed to be the third person arrested 
in connection with the murder.

The body was cut up while the blood was 
yet flowing in the veins, probably in the 
the basement of the building where the 
woman died, as is evidenced by the pres- 
ence of coal dust and chips of wood in the 
bundles found. 

Seventeenth street, from Sixth avenue to 
Ninth avenue, is now invested and sur- 
rounded by police to prevent the removal 
of any trace of the musder that may re- 
main if it was committee in that neighbor- 
hood. There is, however, no reason to be- 
lieve the crime was done there more than 
in any other vart of the city, other than 
the finding of a portion of the body there. 
Estimates by specialists show that the 
murdered woman was about 5 feet 8 inches 
tall and weighed from? 140 to 160 pounds. 
She was young. Her hair was of fine 
quality, straight and of chestnut color, and 
her eyes were probably brown. 

She had been in rugged health, as was 
shown by a microscopial examination of 
her blood and the healthy condition of the 
flesh. She was not a working woman, but 
in all probability moved in the higer walks 
of life and was refined and of a nervous 
temperament. 

The indisations. are. that two persons, a 
Man and a woman, took part in the cut- 
ting up of the body. The man used a sharp 
Knife to cut the flesh and_a saw to cut 
the’ bones. The woman operated with a 
large and dul) knife, 2s shown by the ner- 
vous inefficiency of the strokes and jagged 
edges of the cuts. 

The butchery was done probably on two 
tables or several benches which did not 
support the body evenly, as the spine was 
broken by weight or pressure from above 
&s if the force had been applied with the 
head and shoulders resting on one sup- 
port and the lower body on another. 

The first fragment of the body found 
was the left thigh. The second fragment, 
found in the river at the foot of West 
Thirteenth street, was. the lower portion of 
the trunk. At the upper edge it was cut 
Straight across the body.: 

The right and left thighs were evidently 
hacked off in the same fashion. This cut- 
ting was done with a dull knife. This frag- 
ment weighs eighteen pounds.

Doctor Weston, the Coroner’s physician, 
Bays the woman had been suffering from 
pleurisy. He found a pleuritic adhesion 
to the lungs in the section of the body 
found at Quarantine, and there was a sim- 
flar adhesion in the section found in the 
North River last night. 

Doctor Weston also found that there is a 
cut through the pericardium or sac in 
which the heart is carried. This incision 
was clear through and penetrated the heart 
at the right ventricle. He said that it had 
been evidently made after death. 

The cut in the ieft side was three and 
One-half inches long. The arns had been 
removed from the body at the regular 
joints. In this case the cuts had been 
made at the head of the humorus and the 
arms were ent .rely missing. 

Dr. Weston said the saw 
ting the bones was a rusty one. Tne hcad 
had been removed from the bodv by ‘he 
cutting of the spinal colu'nn between the 
third and fourth vertebrae.

The river is being minutely scanned and 
dragged for the other portions of the body. 
Three police launches scoured the North 
and East Rivers all day yesterday and all 
last night, and every floating fragment that 
might be a portion of the body was ex- 
amined. 

This work will be continued without in- 
termission as long as any hope of finding 
the missing fragments remains. 

Everything points to the conclusion that 
the woman died Friday ~~ and that her 
body was cut u and disposed of im- 
mediately after. In view of this, the story 
told by Capt. Frank Lund of the barge 
Knickerbocker of Bath, Me., which has 
been moored at the foot of West Seven- 
teenth. street, is of great significance as to 
the disposition of the body. 

Capt. Lund told the police that early 
Saturday morning while he was busy 
about the deck of the barge a _ single 
furniture van came rapidly down Sev- 
enteenth street and drove out on the 
pier. 

A man who looked like a German and 
about 35 years old, Capt. ‘Lund says, got 
out of the wagon and busied himself about 
for several minutes. Some of the time he 
was concealéd fromthe Captain's view hy 
a pile of bricks on the edge of the pier, 
behind which he walked, returning each 
time to the wagon. 

Capt. Lund could not say for sure, how- 
ever, that he unloaded anything from the 
wagon. Later in the morning, about 8 
o'clock, tthe same man drove out on the 
— again, but for no apparent object, as 

e simply walked about, looked into the 
river, remounted his wagon and drove away 
again. The man was of medium height, 
had a ore 4 moustache and about a week's 
growth of beard. 

Capt. Price regards Lund’s information 
as extremely valuable. He regards the con- 
duct of the driver as very suspicious in 
view of the fact that the fragments of the 
body were doubtless dumped into the river 
at or near that; point. 

‘A clue of value may be the inscription, 
“C 16," written in a small hand on the 
margin of one of the newspapers in which 
the fragment first found was wrapped. 
The writing, “C 16,"" may have been a 
newsdealer’s or news company’s mark. The 
dates of the newspapers were Sept. % and 
Oct. 1, 3 and 5. There was also a portion 
of a Sunday paper, which bore no date. 

The second fragment was done up in a 
newspaper bearing the date of Oct. 5. It 
is said by one of the Morgue keepers that 
there was writing on the margin of ‘that 
paper also. but when it was seen later in 


the West Thirtieth Street Station the paper 


was in fragments, and the writing, if there 
was any, had been removed by the police. 

Capt. Price and five of his detectives 
thought thev had scent of the crime sure 
when Mrs. Hands, who keeps a boarding- 
house at 13 West Eighteenth street, told 
them that her servant, Alic Nilson, had dis- 
appeared. 

The detectives traced the woman to 140 
West Seventeenth street, where she had 
stayed until Thursday night with a Mrs. 

Mrs. Gleason said Alice had left 
there to go to a house in Twenty-ninth 
Street, near Tenth avenue. 

The Neilson woman had never been to the 
Twenty-ninth street house, but while the 
police were finding that out a neighbor 
of Mrs. Gleason found a blood-stained 
waste paper basket {n a hall outside Mrs 
Gleason’s door.

“From what I have read of tha case it 
may be that a crime was committed with 
the woman’s consent whicn resulted in het 
death, The body may have been then dis- 
membered in the hope of concealing the 
crime. This is therefore probably a dupil- 
cate of the famous Guilford Case at Bridge- 
port. ‘ 

“The Guldensuppe and the triilford cages 
possibly suggested the manner of dispus- 
ing of the body. 

“It is too early to form a clear theory 
on the murder. As a rule I think a detec- 
tive should stick to facts and let theocies 
alone. I don't believe in theories anyhow. 
I thought it was all very simple when she 
Mol'neux case first came up but it was 
e0on enmeshed in so many theories tbat 
notody could get at the trutn of it. 

“This mystery will oe explained. The 
chances are much that ‘vay for the pol'ee 
and the newspapers usua.ly clear up cascs 
of this kind.” 


Mrs. Kelly, a widow, Mving at 154 Weet 
Kighteenth street, fears that the body of 
the murdered woman may be that of her 
daughter, Theresa Irene Kelly, who disap- 
peared from home July 138.

She 
said she would probably be gone a 
month. I had no reason to doubt what she 
said, as I had never known her to deceive 
me. Now I have found that all she told me 
was false. 

“She did not take any clothes with ‘her, 
as she said that the mursery was to fur- 
nish her with uniforms, I offered her some 
money which I nad saved, but she would 
not take it. She said all her expenses were 
to be paid and that her wages would be 
more than she needed. 

‘When time went by and I did not hear 
from her I went to the mursery. There I 


found that the story she had told me was 


false, -for they sald they had not sent 
any children away this summer and pad 
not en@aged any nurses. Since then I have 
been unable to find any trace of my daugh- 
ter. I thought at first that she might have 
gone away with some theatrical —s 
but now I believe she is dead or I should 
have heard from her.

UNUSUAL TRANSACTIONS WITH 


NOTABLE PERSONS AS FACTORS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDPW YORK, Oct. 11.—T. C. Campbell, a 
lawyer, formerly a well-known Ohio poli- 
tician, and his brother, George Campbell, 
were held for examination on Oct. 12, 
charged with extortion. They gave bail 
and were released. 

T. C. Campbell, now & years old, and of 
distinguished appearance, has been much 
in the public prints since 1884, the year of 
the Cincinnati riots. He was then attorney 
for Henry Berner, whose escape from death 
on the gallows so aroused the people that 
the Hamilton County Courthouse was 
burned. 

The present case is marked by some ex- 
traordinary features. It grew out of com- 
plaints made to the police by Frederick 
Hysman, a trance medium. He was for- 
merly a bond and stock broker in Boston, 
and while there transacted some business 
for two women, Newcombe by name. He 
came to New York a few months ago with 
his wife, a handsome woman, who had 
much fine jewelry. 

On Sept. 23 two strangers went to Hys- 
man’s house. One represented himself as 
‘Ferguson,’ the Prosecuting Attorney of 
Boston. The other said he was “Ed- 
wards,” a Pinkerton man. 

The first produced a document which he 
said was an order of extradition and that 
Hysman must return to Boston and stand 
trial for the Newcombe transaction. They 
gave him two hours in which to consult a 
friend. Strangely enough, he consulted a 
medium—Van Dyke—who, he alleges, looked 
at the legal document, pronounced it as 
valid and saia: 

“Retter settle,”’ or ‘‘Looking into the fu- 
ture I see a storm waits for you,” or 
words to that effect. * 

“Ferguson” and “Edwards” offered Hys- 
man his liberty for $000. Mrs. Hysman 
gave up diamonds and jewelry worth $2100, 
Hysman produced $300 in cash and a note 
for $00 payable next day. The strangers 


went away. 

Then Hysman, his, wits sharpened by 
this heavy tribute, consulted an oracle, 
‘‘Abe’’ Levy, a lawyer, and together they 
went to police headquarters. Van Dyke 
was to collect the note for $500. When he 
called Mrs. Hysman told him she was walt- 
ing for a rich uncle who would give up 
the money. Van Dyke met the rich uncle 
on October 6. He was Detective Taylor of 
MecCluskey’s staff. Van Dyke returned 
most of the jewelry and was arrested. 

After he was held“by Magistrate Meade, 
the detective arrested the ‘Campbells, al- 
leging that iT. C, was ‘Ferguson and 
George the alleged Pinkerton man. The 
Campbells were released upon showing that 
they had deposited $1500 with the City 
(Chamberlain.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 11.—The third day 
of the trial of Ellery P. Ingham and Har- 
vey K. Newitt, respectively former United 
States District Attorney and assistant, on 
the charge of conspiracy and bribery in 
connection with the Lancaster revenue 
stamp counterfeiting case, was particularly 
interesting.

MAFIA ECHO IN NEW ORLEANS. 


BOTH MEN WOUNDED BUT THEY 
WILL RECOVER. 


O’Malley Aided the Sicilian Slayers of 
Chief Hennessy and Parker at 
That Time Helped to Save 
His Life. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 11.—C. Harrison 
Parker, tax collector, and Dominick C. 
O'Malley, editor of the Daily Item, fought 
a desperate street duel in Camp street in 
front of Newspaper Row, yesterday after- 
noon. 

Parker was struck twice, once in the right 
shoulder and once between the third and 
fourth ribs, on the right side. O'Malley was 
shot tn the left side just over the hip, the 
bullet ranging downward and lodging in 
the right groin. 

Frederick Rohrbacher, a newsboy, who 
got in range of O’Malley’s fire, Was shot 
twice, one bullet grazing his forehead and 
another lodging in his right heél, 

All rested quietly last night, and the 
physicians say this morning that they will 
recover if complications do not develop. 

The cause of the shooting was a cartoon 
which appeared in O'Malley's paper on Sun- 
day. This cartoon represented Gov. Foster 
walking along with a little dog at the end 
of a etring, following behind. The dog 
bore what purported to be the face of the 
tax collector, and was labeled “Parker.” 
The cartoon was entitted ‘Foster's Me 
Too.” Parker is an appointee of the Gov- 
ernor. and is hig right-hand man in New 
Orleans. 

Parker was standing at the corner of 
Commercial place, when O’ Malley, accom- 
panied by “Parson” Davies, the well- 
known sporting man, walked out of his of- 
fice. Parker was talking to Gen. E. H. 
Lombard of the Governor's staff when he 
eaw O'Malley, and started across the street 
toward shim. he men were only a few 
paces apart when Parker drew his pistol 
and fired. O'Malley followed suit instant- 
ly, dodging behind a telegraph pole as he 
d'd so. Parker stood in the open street and 
fired three shots at O'Malley, calling to 
him to come out from behind the pole. 
In the meantime O’Mailey fired his last 
cartridge. Parker’s bullet struck O'Malley 
before he could get behind cover. @ Was 
partially disabied by O'Malley's shot, which 
went through hie right ehoulder. 

Parker is one of the most prominent poli- 
ticlans tn the State. He was the leader of 
the anti-lottery campaign some years ago, 
and is well known all over the South. Both 
he and O'Malley have been warmly inter- 
ested in the present municipal campaign. 

O'Malley came here from the West many 
years ago. Here he established himself as 
a private detective. When Chief of Police 
David C. Hennessey was killed in 189 
O'Malley worked for the accused members 
of the Mafia. It was charged that to him, 
probably more than to any other person, 
was due the mietrial that preceded the 
lynching of the Italian aoe in the 
parish prison. Tne Chief Deputy Sheriff 
was dismissed from office as a result. He 
is now In Central America. 

O'Malley yesterday fought the man who 
helped to save his life when the mob would 
have killed him, after the mistrial of the 
Italians. 

He has also figured in two minor shooting 
affairs. 

New Orleans was not a safe place for 
Dominick C. O'Malley in the ain of 
1891, about the time of the lynching of the 
members of thé Mafia. He fled to avoid 
pooner their fate, remained in hiding for 
several weeks, and did not return until 
the feeling against him had cooled. 

The public belleved O' Malley to be respon- 
sible or the failure of a jury to convict 
the Italians charged with the murder of 
Chief Hennessy on Oct. 15, 1890. .O' Malley 
and Hennessy were enemies, O’ Malley had 
a private detective ency and is alleged to 
have done a good deal of work for the 
Mafia, getting up evidence to clear mem- 
bers of that society of crimes Henness 
was working zealously to convict them of. 

After Hennessy was shot from ambush 
O'Malley worked sedulously to secure the 
acquittal of the men charged with the 
conspiracy of which the murder was the 
purpose and resu!t.

He told 
a circumstantial story of where he was 
and what he did during the lynching and 
afterwards and persisted that he was 
O’ Malley, even after he was demonstratéd 
to be an imposter by persons well ac- 
quainted with the missing detective. A 
woman and a little girl who were with him 
corroborated his statement and Hal Reid, 
actor and playwright, vouched for him as 
being the genuine O'Malley. What Alling- 
ham’'s purpose was was not apparent, for 
O'Malley was probably the most unpopular 
man in the United States at that time. 

O'Malley reappeared after the excitement 
subsided and was tried in New Orleans on 
a charge of suborning perjury. He was 
acquitted. The only direct proof against 
him was the statement of a convicted felon 
whose testimony could not be admitted. 

For several years O'Malley engaged in 
agen. enterprises in Indiana and Llinols, 
then returned to New Orleans and engaged 
in the newspaper business. 

C. Harrison Patker was one of the lead- 
ers of the citizens who took the law in their 
hands and lynched the Mafia.

For this reason, 
and to avoid violating any ef the provisions of 
the law, the committee in charge of the financial 
branch of the campaign work, is made up of 
persons in no wise connected with the Federal 
eervice, The members of tnis committee are 
acting on their own responsibility, and no one 
connected with the Federal service is in any way 
concerned, directly or indirectly, in sending this 
circular to Federal officers and employes. In 
sending us a contribution, you will in no way vio- 
late any provision of the Civil Service law. We 
are asking for voluntary contributions to assist in 
defraying the proper and lawful expenses of the 
campaign, and we will be responsible for the proper 
distribution of any founds which may in- 
trusted to us. 

On account, therefore, of the important bearing 
the result in Ohio this year will have upon the 
greater contest of 1900, and because of the fact 
that the defeat of his party in the Tesident’s 
home State, would be heralded by the opposition 
as a rebuke to his Administration, we hope you 
will aid us in this contest by sending as liberal a 
contribution ‘as you can afford.

BECAUSE A CAR BROKE DOWN 


One-Half the United Railways System 
Tied Up During the Busiest Hour 
of the Evening. 


Thousands of impatient cftizens surged 
around Broadway, Sixth and Locust streets 
Tuesday evening from 6 to 6 o’clock in @ 
vain search for a moving street car. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock a red car on the 
Suburban ‘Line broke down, just after it 
had crossed Broadway. The fact tied up 
one-half the United Railway’s system. 

Occasionally the broken-down car would 
make a spurt of a few feet, just enough 
to encourage the passengers on half a hun- 
dred other cars. Then it would stop and 
everybody renew their complaints. 

The Northern Central patrons got the 
worst of it, as usual. <After waiting half 
an hour in crowded cars and then being told 
to walk to Sixth and Lucas avenue, where 
the switching was being done, they found 
when they got to Union Market that the 
line was again open clear through, that the 
cars thenat the switch were going on down 
to Fourth and Locust, and so the pass- 
engers who had left good places at Broad- 
way and waded through the mud were 
compelled to etand at the market and wait 
for a chance to hang on to a passing car. 

There is much complaint of bad service 
from Northern Central patrons. ‘‘We had 
been told for a year,’ said one of them, 
“that new cars for our line were in process 
of construction. Now the new owners have 
put upon us discarded old cars from the 
Cass Avenue Line and lengthened the dis- 
tance ‘between cars until getting down 
town on that line ts a perilous and Irritat- 
ing undertaking. During the morning and 
evening hours passengers fairly swarm all 
over the few cars, that are running. The 
patronage, it seems to us, justifies better 
treatment.”’
